STATEMENT BY AMBASSADOR JOHNSON

MR. MINISTER, 

ON MARCH 12 I ADDRESSED ARTICLE V OF THE US DRAET WHICH 
CARRIES FORWARD RELEVANT LIMITATIONS OE THE INTERIM AGREEMENT 
AND CONTAINS CERTAIN OTHER RELATED PROVISIONS. ON APRIL 15 I 
SET EORTH IN GREATER DETAIL THE CONSIDERATIONS IN SUPPORT OF ONE 
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OF THE PARAGRAPHS OF THIS ARTICLE, PARAGRAPH 4, WHICH PLACES A 
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CEILING ON THE VOLUME AND THROW- WEIGHT OE HEAVY ICBMS. TODAY 
I WILL ELABORATE ON THE PROVISIONS OE PARAGRAPHS 5 AND 6 OP 
ARTICLE V OF THE US DRAPT. 

II 

MR. MINISTER, THROUGHOUT MY EXPOSITION OP THE US DRAFT, 

I HAVE STRESSED OUR VIEW THAT THE NEW AGREEMENT MUST PROVIDE 
POR A CLEAR UNDERSTANDING BY BOTH SIDES OP THE OBLIGATIONS BEING 
ASSUMED. WE BOTH RECOGNIZE THAT THE COMPOSITION OP THE STRATEGIC 
OPFENSIVE PORCES OP EACH SIDE WILL CHANGE OVER THE NEXT TEN 
YEARS AS A RESULT OP THE NORMAL PROCESSES OP MODERNIZATION AND RE- 
PLACEMENT. 

PARAGRAPH 5 OP ARTICLE V PROVIDES THAT NEITHER SIDE WILL 
HAVE UNDER CONSTRUCTION AT ANY TIME SLBM, MOBILE ICBM, OR 
ASBM LAUNCHERS OR HEAVY BOMBERS IN EXCESS OP A NUMBER CON- 
SISTENT WITH A NORMAL CONSTRUCTION OR MODERNIZATION AND REPLACE- 
MENT SCHEDULE. AS I NOTED ON MARCH 12, THE PROBLEM OP PRE- 
VENTING EXCESSIVE BUILDUP OP STOCKS OP SYSTEMS UNDER CONSTRUCTION 
IS OP EQUAL IMPORTANCE AND SIMILAR TO THE ONE WHICH WAS RECOG- 
NIZED BY OUR TWO GOVERNMENTS WITH RESPECT TO BALLISTIC MISSILE 
SUBMARINES. THIS PROBLEM WAS RESOLVED POR BALLISTIC MISSILE 
SUBMARINES BY THE SCC PROCEDURES SIGNED IN MOSCOW ON JULY 3, 

1974. THE PROVISION PROPOSED IN THE US DRAPT WOULD APPLY THIS 
SAME PRINCIPLE TO ALL OP THE SYSTEMS INCLUDED IN THE AGGREGATE 
LIMITATIONS OP THE AGREEMENT. 

WITH SUCH A PROVISION, THE SIDES WOULD BE BOUND TO OBSERVE 
A NORMAL CONSTRUCTION SCHEDULE POR ALL SYSTEMS TO BE LIMITED 
BY THE NEW AGREEMENT. SUCH A NORMAL CONSTRUCTION SCHEDULE 
IS UNDERSTOOD TO BE ONE CONSISTENT WITH THE PAST OR PRESENT CON- 
STRUCTION PRACTICES OP EACH PARTY. WITHOUT SUCH A PROVISION 
ONE SIDE COULD UNDERTAKE CONSTRUCTION AT AN EXCESSIVE RATE, IN 
WHICH CASE, THE OTHER SIDE COULD PEEL COMPELLED TO REACT. THIS 
ACTION-REACTION CYCLE WOULD BE CONTRARY TO OUR MUTUAL EPFORTS 
TO ENHANCE STABILITY BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES AND TO CURB 
COMPETITION IN STRATEGIC OPPENSIVE ARMS.

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PARAGRAPH 6 OP ARTICLE V ESTABLISHES APPROPRIATE LIMITS 
ON EXTRA MISSILES AND RELOAD CAPABILITIES POR ICBM LAUNCHERS. 
SUPPLYING ICBM DEPLOYMENT PIELDS WITH MORE THAN ONE MISSILE 
POR EACH LAUNCHER (IN ADDITION TO A NUMBER OP MISSILES CON- 
SISTENT WITH NORMAL MAINTENANCE, TRAINING AND REPLACEMENT RE- 
QUIREMENTS); STORING ADDITIONAL MISSILES AT ICBM LAUNCH SITES; 

OR DEVELOPING ICBM LAUNCHERS WITH RAPID RELOAD CAPABILITY WOULD 
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HAVE THE EEEECT OE CIRCUMVENTING THE INTENT OF THE AGGREGATE 
LIMITATIONS. A PROVISION PROHIBITING SUCH CIRCUMVENTION WOULD 
SERVE TO ENHANCE THE EFEECTIVENESS OF THE LIMITATIONS OE THE 
NEW AGREEMENT. 

THE NEED TO PREVENT SUCH A SITUATION WAS RECOGNIZED IN 
NEGOTIATING THE ABM TREATY. IN THAT TREATY THE PARTIES AGREED 
UPON A PROVISION LIMITING EACH PARTY TO NO MORE THAN 100 ABM 
LAUNCHERS AND NO MORE THAN 100 ABM INTERCEPTOR MISSILES AT 
LAUNCH SITES. THIS, IN EEEECT, IMPOSED A LIMIT OE ONE MISSILE 
EOR EACH LAUNCHER. EURTHER, IN THE ABM TREATY, THE PARTIES 
UNDERTOOK NOT TO DEVELOP, TEST OR DEPLOY SYSTEMS FOR RAPID 
RELOAD OF ABM LAUNCHERS. 

IV 

THUS, MR. MINISTER, THE PROVISIONS I HAVE DESCRIBED HAVE 
GOOD PRECEDENT. THEY WERE EORMULATED IN LULL RECOGNITION OE 
THE EACTORS THAT LED OUR TWO GOVERNMENTS TO REACH AGREEMENT 
CONCERNING COMPARABLE PROBLEMS IN CONNECTION WITH THE INTERIM 
AGREEMENT AND THE ABM TREATY. THE US SIDE RELIEVES THAT 
ADOPTING THE PROVISIONS IN PARAGRAPHS 5 AND 6 OP ARTICLE V OF 
THE US DRAPT WOULD PROMOTE THE VIABILITY AND ENHANCE THE EPFECT- 
IVENESS OP THE NEW AGREEMENT.
